M & E tax assessment scheduled for review

To date, all Didsbury busi¬ 
nesses in the industrial sector who 
have been assessed for Machin¬ 
ery and Commercial tax have been 
exempted. 

There have been no formal 
announcements to date by the 
town that exemption will be lifted 
causing M & E taxes to be col¬ 
lected, but should this come to 
pass at some point in the future, 
business owners are looking for 
assurances that all will pay their 
fair share. 


Currently, town representa¬ 
tives confirmed that three Dids¬ 
bury businesses qualify for M & E 
assessment, but are there more? 

Section 1 (g) of Alberta Regu¬ 
lation 365/94 covering assessment 
standards defines machinery and 
equipmentas: “materials, devices, 
fittings installations, appliances, 
apparatus and tanks, other than 
tanks used exclusively for stor¬ 
age, including supporting foun¬ 
dations and footings and any other 
thing prescribed by the Minister 
that forms an integral part of an 


operation unit for or used in (i) 
manufacturing [or] (ii) process¬ 
ing, whether or not the materials, 
devices, fittings, installations, 
apparatus, tanks, foundations, 
footings or other things are af¬ 
fixed to the land in such a manner 
that they would be transferred 
without special mention by a 
transfer of the land.” 

Legislation identifies three 
kinds of property: land, buildings 
or improvements, and machinery 
and equipment. 

The Town of Didsbury con¬ 


tracts assessment functions to 
Frank Watson of the Red Deer 
Regional Assessment Agency who 
advised property reassessment is 
scheduled for the 1997 taxation 
year, however he plans to review 
the matter prior to that date. 

In a letter dated May 3, 1996, 
Watson clarified the criterion for 
M & E assessment: “Firstly, in 
order to have M & E, there had to 
be a process going on, or it was 
interpreted by the courts that a 
raw material had to be changed 
from its raw state into something 


entirely different. The most com¬ 
mon form of M & E is found in gas 
processing plants or oil refiner¬ 
ies.” 

Since the criterion is compli¬ 
cated, and the final decision as to 
who qualifies for M & E assess¬ 
ment relies on the judgement of 
the assessor, Watson provided 
locally applicable examples to 
clarify the matter.

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Menial Health committee update

The Regional Mental Health Ad¬ 
visory Committee (RMAC) has ac¬ 
cepted 8 letters of intent (out of 18 
received). Notification of this and a 
request to present a full proposal to 
the committee for further review 
have been sent out. The Community 
Mental Health Advisory Committee 
(CAC) welcomes those whose letters 
of intent have been accepted, re¬ 
questing time on a meeting agenda 
so that a more informed discussion 
between subcommittee and CAC can 


take place prior to submitting their 
full proposal to RMAC. 

A new document 'Future Role of 
Community Mental Health Clinics' 
produced by the Provincial Mental 
Health Board (PMHB) was pre¬ 
sented to the CAC and will be re¬ 
viewed and comments submitted to 
the PMHB by 31st May. On initial 
review the CACs concerns centred 
on the lack of emphasis on Preven¬ 
tion of Mental Illness and Promition 
of Lifestyles that encourage mental 
wellness. Comments on the Role of 
the Mental Health Clinic (or lack of 


role) in your area are welcomed by 
the CAC. 

All Community Agency Programs 
will be reviewed before June 1996by 
the PMHB and this may have fund¬ 
ing implications depending on 
whether the Programs fit with the 
Board's policy direction or philoso¬ 
phy of community care. 

The PMHB has proposed a Com¬ 
munity Development Workshop for 
the Regions of Central Area on Tues¬ 
day, June 11th, 1996. Thegoal of the 
Workshop would be to have partici¬ 
pants understand a) Community De¬ 


velopment, b) Identify opportuni¬ 
ties for using it, c) Identify local 
obstacles and d) Come up with some 
achievable community development 
activities.

the above-described um¬ 
brella of requirements? 

Watson responded: “The 
equipment found the local 
newspaper offices would not 
be assessed, as they were not 
changing a raw material to a 
refined material. The new 
print paper was not altered, 
only ink was added to the 
paper.” 

Watson went on to explain 
that assessors were also in¬ 
structed to look at the 
amount of money invested 
in machinery and equip¬ 
ment. 

“It was felt that a pizza 
oven in [a] restaurant was 
not to be assessed,” Watson 
said, but that “ovens and 
other equipment in a bakery 
should be assessed, if the 
amount of investment in ma¬ 
chinery and equipment was 
over $25,000.” 

The assessor is responsi¬ 
ble for determining whether 
or not a business’s equip¬ 
ment changes a raw mate¬ 
rial to a finished product, 


and to appraise the net 
worth of the business’s 
equipment. 

If in the assessor’s opin¬ 
ion, the machinery did not 
qualify as assessable, said 
equipment was determined 
to be personal property. Leg¬ 
islation states that personal 
property is exempt from as¬ 
sessment. Watson said he 
would be looking into the 
matter to ensure that busi¬ 
nesses in Didsbury were equi¬ 
tably and fairly assessed. 

Town of Didsbury admin¬ 
istration said that business 
owners requiring further 
clarification are welcome to 
make inquiries at the town 
office, or directly through the 
assessor. 

Watson noted that all prop¬ 
erty owners retain the right 
to appeal any and all assess¬ 
ments. 

Town spokepersons reiter¬ 
ated that the assessment is 
just that at present, with no 
taxes collected in relation to 
M & E assessment.

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Come and get 
your compost

On Saturday, May 11,1996, weather permitting, Heritage Mush¬ 
rooms will be holding their Seventh Annual Gardener Appreciation 
Day. 

Heritage plans to give away spent mushroom compost. Three 
loaders will be present to load trucks up to one ton. People may also 
bring their own bags, boxes etc., and load the compost themselves. 
There is no charge for the compost or for loading it. 

Over the last six years, Gardener Appreciation Day has grown to 
the point where it seems to be an event in this part of the country. 

As the word spreads each year, more people are coming 
from farther away to pick up compost. 

Using mushroom compost will make lawns, shrubs, gardens and 
trees flourish, even in the worst of soils. It adds vital nutrients and 
organic matter that plants need for healthy and long-lasting growth. 

Peat moss makes up a small part of the compost, further enhanc¬ 
ing its soil conditioning properties. 

This highly organic compost it he fertile medium used to grow 
commercial mushrooms. 

Because the growing needs of mushrooms and green plants are 
different, very little of the nutrients in the compost the compost that 
green plants utilize are used up in the mushroom growing process. 

Spent mushroom compost is a very good soil supplement, how¬ 
ever, it is not advised to use it as a soil supplement. 

Heritage Mushrooms is located on Hwy #2, between Airdrie and 
Crossfield. They are straight east of the Dickson-Stevenson Rest 
Stop. 

Go six miles north of Airdrie to the Crossfield/ Drumheller 
overpass exit. Take the Drumheller exit east one quarter mile to the 
service road. Turn right on the service road and follow it back south 
to Heritage Mushrooms.

Local government representatives are, thanks to simple popula¬ 
tion numbers and civic geography, very accessible. In my opinion 
it’s one of the perks of living in a small town. Accountability is 
something tangible in a place where you pretty much know every¬ 
body and they all know you. 

But you don’t have to hold a public office to be accountable, and 
all of us have said or promised things we know are going to come 
back to haunt us the second we utter them. But just so that a short 
memory doesn’t become a trade-off for a clear conscience, even 
former deputy prime ministers have to adhere to the rules in a game 
of ‘truth or consequences’. 

We’re all human, we all make mistakes- and it’s a hard-hearted 
individual who doesn’t believe everyone deserves a second chance. 
But it’s also true that failure to promptly carry through on a 
documented promise carries repercussions. 

What, for example, if I promised a local utility company I’d pay 
my bill on time so they’d waive the deposit fee, and then skipped out 
later without paying a dime? 

What would I gain by stalling in the face of pressure before 
acknowledging my negligence and rendering what was originally 
promised? 

If I followed that up by turning around and approaching them 
two months later with the same request, I could expect two things 
to happen: I’d be required to pay a little something extra in the 
deposit/credibility department, and, if I honestly intended to tackle 
the necessary repairs to shore up my credit rating and my reputa¬ 
tion, I’d spend the duration of the probationary period ensuring 
they’d never have any reason to doubt my reliability again.

The Public Opinion

In 1995, the Town of Didsbury 
filed an appeal with the Munici¬ 
pal Government Board concern¬ 
ing the equalized assessment as 
reported by the Alberta Assess¬ 
ment Standards and Equalization 
Branch of Alberta Municipal Af¬ 
fairs. 

The Town of Didsbury hired 
the services of Alberta Assess¬ 
ment Equalization Consultants 
to represent our case. The hear¬ 
ing was held on September 28, 
1995 in Edmonton. 

The total equalized assessment 
for the Town of Didsbury was set 
at $109,075,704 in 1995. In order 
to fully appreciate the findings of 
our appeal, a short summary of 
assessment terminology is re¬ 
quired. 

In Alberta, equalized assess¬ 
ments is the means of annually 
comparing property wealth in a 
uniform manner for all munici¬ 
palities. Alberta uses an ad 
valorem assessment and tax sys¬ 
tem where property taxes are 
based on wealth, and wealth is 
measured by the value of prop¬ 
erty expressed as an assessment. 
Equalized assessment simply 
brings every municipality's tax¬ 
able assessment to a commonyear 
in accordance with current legis¬ 
lation and policy in order to de¬ 
termine a fair and equitable 
amount of requisition for each 
municipality that participates in 


cost sharing programs (school 
requisitions). In its simplest form, 
the more property wealth that a 
municipality has, the more it con¬ 
tributes to shared programs. 

The appeal launched by the 
Town of Didsbury was the result 
of the dramatic increase in prop¬ 
erty valuation of some residen¬ 
tial properties in 1995. These 
valuations were determined as a 
result of the general assessment 
conducted in 1994. The general 
assessment in 1994 was conducted 
to bring all valuations of property 
"up-to-date" with market. 

Assessment is reported by two 
distinct valuations - IMPROVE¬ 
MENTS AND LAND. 

Improvements represents a 
house, garage, building, or any 
other structure. Land is reported 
as residential or commercial/in¬ 
dustrial. 

Our appeal with the Municipal 
Government Board was request¬ 
ing a reduction of $5,109,470 in 
equalized assessment resulting in 
a tax savings of about $37,000. 
The bulk of that amount related 
to obsolescence due to economic 
conditions in Didsbury over the 
past years. 

Economic obsolescence relates 
to the commercial strength in a 
community. Obsolescence for 
property has to be evaluated 
against the marketplace and eco¬ 
nomic conditions in that munici¬ 
pality. This is the primary job of 
our municipal assessor. 


The decision regarding our 
appeal was rendered on February 
27, 1996. 

The Municipal Government 
Board denied our request for a 
reduction in equalized assessment 
based on the following findings. 

1) The appellant failed to dem¬ 
onstrate the existence of items 
that required adjustment within 
the equalized assessment for the 
Town of Didsbury, nor the fact 
that the equalized assessment was 
unfair when compared to similar 
municipalities. The Municipal 
Government Board must not al¬ 
ter any equalized assessment that 
is fair and equitable, taking into 
consideration equalized assess¬ 
ments in similar municipalities. 

2) The specific observation 
made by the appellant that the 
economic circumstances relating 
to the equalized assessment for 
the Town of Didsbury should be 
derived from 1995, the year un¬ 
der appeal, and not 1994, the as¬ 
sessment roll year, is not accepted 
by the board. 

3) There were 81 municipali¬ 
ties that conducted general as¬ 
sessment in 1994 for the 1995 tax 
year. Allowing an appeal for a few 
municipalities on the issue of gen¬ 
eral assessments is not fair to the 
many that have accepted the proc¬ 
ess used to prepare their equal¬ 
ized assessments.

How do you feel about paying 
Atlantic Canada sales taxes? Un¬ 
less you let Mr. Chretien know 
you object, you soon will be. 

The federal government is try¬ 
ing desperately to solve its 1993 
election campaign promise to 
"scrap, kill, abolish" the GST by 
hiding, semi-harmonizing and 
redistributing the burden of 
Canada's most hated tax.

the cash and have no alternative. 
Wrong, taxpayers don't forget 
anymore, and no one forced the 
Liberals to promise to "kill" the 
GST. 

Next, it was the provinces’ 
fault. Sorry! If the agreement of 
other parties is required to com¬ 
plete a promise, then the promise 
shouldn't be made without the 
other parties' consent. 

So now the Liberals are buy¬ 
ing off Nova Scotia. New Bruns¬ 
wick and Newfoundland. They 
will harmonize the sales taxes: 
one base of goods and services 
taxed at 15 per cent, instead of 
different bases and rates. They 
will hide the tax in the sticker 
price, reducing citizens' aware¬ 
ness that they're paying tax, and 
making it easier to raise the rate. 
(Other hidden sales taxes across 
the world show, time after time, 
rate increases.) 

The federal government has 
also generously offered $960 mil¬ 
lion over four years to the three 


provincial governments as their 
revenues will fall. Since Alberta's 
federal taxes are about 10 per 
cent of federal revenues, 
Albertans will be paying $96 mil¬ 
lion in Atlantic sales taxes so that 
Atlantic Canadians can enjoy a 
tax reduction and the Liberals 
can try to sneak out of their prom¬ 
ise. 

Albertans are getting shafted, 
again! Remember the rebate you 
got on your utility bills, given 
because Alberta's privately- 
owned utilities pay income tax 
while other Canadians are served 
by non-taxpaying public utili¬ 
ties? The Liberals cancelled it 
last year, increasing Alberta's 
taxes by $160 million. How 
about National Park fees, 75 
per cent of Alberta's paid by 
Albertans, being hiked? 

Premier Klein has suggested 
Albertans should pay a lower GST 
since Atlantic Canadians get a 
tax break. The fine print of the 
deal doesn't contemplate full rate 
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harmonization anyway. When the 
four-year subsidization dries up, 
the three provinces will be able to 
change the provincial portion of 
the tax rate. Moreover, slight vari¬ 
ation among other provinces 
which come on board is consid¬ 
ered. 

But that misses the point. This 
is about keeping promises made 
to voters. "Scrap" doesn't mean 
change, hide, redistribute, or 
lower. Finance Minister Paul 
Martin introduced the deal stat¬ 
ing "We could have dressed up the 
announcement and pretended it 
was more than it is. We did not. 
We are being honest with Canadi¬ 
ans about this." 

Funny statement. The Liber¬ 
als were elected because they 
dressed up Red Book words and 
pretended they were more than 
they were.

Funded through Mental Halth 
Services, the 1-800-crisis line serv¬ 
ice crisis line has provided a much- 
needed response to residents who 
need someone to talk to.

1. While sauce is simmering, prepare the other ingredients. 

2. Spray a 9 x 13 pan with vegetable spray and put on one 
layer of noodles. 

3. Layer on l A meat sauce so all the noodles are covered. 

4. Layer on cottage cheese, sprinkle with 'A parsley flakes, 
and sprinkle on 'A mozzarella. 

5. Repeat the noodles, sauce, mozzarella, then parsley flake 
layers. 

6. Bake at 350F for 40 min. Let stand 10 min. before cutting.

These 
cells can form a tumor. When 
these tumor cells have the poten¬ 
tial to spread throughout the body, 
destroying normal cells, the tumor 
is malignant.

Sometimes normal 
cells enlarge at their original site, 
where they stay. This is called a 
benign tumor. The good news is 
that sixty percent of cancer is 
preventable. 

Recommendations by the Ca¬ 
nadian Cancer Society, to reduce 
your risk, include: 

• Choose to be a non-smoker. 

This will reduce your risk of can¬ 
cer of the throat, larynx, cervix, 
kidney and pancreas.

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Spring cleaning? Check your windows too 


If your plans for spring clean¬ 
ing include washing windows, you 
may want to take the process one 
step further this year. The rav¬ 
ages of a particularly harsh win¬ 
ter in most of the country may 
have taken their toll on your win¬ 
dows. A simple inspection this 
spring will tell you whether they 
are working properly. 

There are a number of things 
to inspect to determine whether 
your windows may need repair or 
replacement: 

Cracks-This winter's extreme 
temperatures may have caused 
the glass to crack, particularly in 
the lower corners. Aside from 
being unsightly, cracks reduce the 
energy efficiency of the window. 


A reputable glass dealer can help 
with replacement of cracked 
panes. 

Faded drapes and furniture 

- Fabrics may fade naturally over 
time, but your windows may be 
largely to blame, especially if they 
are older. Newer windows are 
made with specially coated glass, 
called Low-E glass, to reduce the 
amount of damaging ultraviolet 
light that passes through, not only 
protecting fabrics but also reduc¬ 
ing heat build-up in the summer. 
Low-E glass also helps reflect ra¬ 
diant heat back into the home 
during the winter.

The accidental motorist 


If it's been one of those days 
and you find yourself in an auto 
collision, don't tempt the Fates by 
t hinkingthings couldn't get worse. 
Respond decisively and immedi¬ 
ately to remove any further risk 
of danger. Above all else, keep a 
clear head. 

Take charge and make the best 
of a bad situation. Turn the en¬ 
gine off. Be aware of your envi¬ 
ronment. Watch for electrical 
wires, hazardous chemicals, gases, 
and spilled gasoline that could 
result in a fire. Protect yourself 
and others from additional in¬ 
jury, then call the police and 9-1- 
1 if emergency assistance is nec¬ 
essary. 

Look underneath and around 
cars for victims who might have 
been thrown during the accident. 
Don't move an injured person 
unless they're at risk of drowning 
or burning. Treat for severe bleed¬ 


ing and unconsciousness. If you're 
injured - stay put. 

If no one is hurt and the vehi¬ 
cles involved are safe to drive, 
encourage the drivers to move 
them to the side of the road to 
avoid disrupting the flow of traf¬ 
fic. Next gather as much of the 
following information as you can. 

Record the date, time and place 
of the accident. Document your 
speed and that of the other vehi¬ 
cles involved as well as weather 
and road conditions. Take down 
the names, addresses, phone num¬ 
bers, vehicle licence numbers, 
insurance companies, passenger 
names, makes, models and year 
of every vehicle and driver in¬ 
volved in the accident. 

Be sure to note the damage 
done to all vehicles involved. If 
you have a spare camera or even a 
disposable, keep it in the car as a 
recording tool. Write down the 


names and addresses of any wit¬ 
nesses and/or injured parties. 
Don't forget to get the name, badge 
number and detachment of the 
investigating officer. 

Even if you don’t fancy your¬ 
self an artiste, sketch the acci¬ 
dent on a piece of paper complete 
with street names, traffic signals 
and any objects which may have 
been involved in the collision. 

Now that you know what to do, 
here's what not to do. Don't au¬ 
thorize anyone to repair your ve¬ 
hicle. Don’t let a tow truck driver 
take off with your car before ne¬ 
gotiating the fee. Towing can be 
expensive — know the price up 
front. Finally, never admit liabil¬ 
ity. You only know what happened 
to you. , 

Once you've done all of this 
you've only two calls left to make. 
Call your family, then contact your 
insurance agent or broker.

great roundup 


Memories 

Many youngsters were raised 
on tales of roundups and dream¬ 
ing of the cowboy life. So it's not 
surprising that in today's hectic 
world, the cowboy is enjoying a 
renewed popularity. 

As the Western Stock Grow¬ 
ers' Association prepares to cel¬ 
ebrate its 100th anniversary, 
some of its members recall tales 
of the old open-range roundup, 
and the spirit and romance of the 
old cowboy days. 

Bert Sheppard remembers it 
as an original. 

Sheppard of Riverbend Ranch 
at Longview, Alta., supposes he is 
the only remaining person alive 
to have ridden on a roundup. The 
94-year-old recalls that fall spent 
on the roundup, he draws a ro¬ 
mantic picture of the adventure 
of the open range and the sense of 
freedom that cowboy life embod¬ 
ied. 

It was late summer of1922 and 
I was 21 years old," Sheppard 
said. "That was the last year the 
wagons went out and the end of 
the open range. 

I was breaking horses at the 
Bar U and Mr. Lane asked me if 
I'd like to ride in the roundup. 1 
had two elder brothers that worked 
for the Bar U and as a boy I alwas 
wanted to work there. My mother 


of the last 

used to tell me stories about the 
cowboys and she used to tell me 
that my people were 'old timers'. 
So I was pretty excited about it. 

Meand theboys stayed the night 
at the Bar U, got up at 4:00 in the 
morning and saddled the horses. 
That next day we rode 65 miles 
down the Bow River to the XL 
Ranch. There was nobody there 
but there was a fine bunch of white 
chickens and some flour so we 
had hotcakes and eggs for supper. 

We stayed the night at the XL. 
The next morning we crossed the 
Bow on the ferry below the XL 
Ranch and joined up with the 
wagons from the Bar U, the Circle 
and Mosquito Creek ranches. 

It was the last of the open range 
and the land was owned by the 
CPR. There was a lot of horses 
running around and different 
people had cattle on the land. The 
I^ane boys, Ernest and Roy, they 
both had ranches there and the 
Bar U used to run steers down 
there in the summer. The fall 
roundup was to ride through the 
cattle to brand the late calves and 
ship the beef. We shipped from 
Brooks, and during that last 
roundup carloads of cattle from 
Bar U were shipped. 

The open range roundup had 
eight to ten men: the wagon boss, 


the cook, the horse wrangler, the 
night hawk (who watched horses 
at night) and the other riders. The 
wagon was run by Stone Roberts 
and Guy Pallister was doing the 
cooking. The food was better than 
the Bar Us too. They had lots of 
beef and chickens, but 
cowpunchers didn't get eggs un¬ 
less they bought them themselves. 

On roundups we'd have fried 
or scrambled eggs with lots of ba¬ 
con. Sometimes you wouldn't get 
any lunch if you were away from 
the wagon, so you'd tie a sandwich 
on your saddle. 

They had a supply of wood in 
the bed wagon for cooking, and 
every cowboy had his own bed roll 
there too. It was a twelve by six foot 
canvas tarp, with blankets and a 
wash sack for a pillow. It rained 
quite a bit and the beds would get 
damp so you didn't sleep much. It 
didn't bother me much because I 
was young. But it was good to get 
out of bed in the morning and get 
a cup of hot coffee. 

We'd ride pretty well until dark; 
they were long days. Then you'd 
leave camp again in the morning 
just as soon as there was enough 
light for the horse wrangler to see 
the horses' ears. He could tell every 
horse because, to his vision, each 
horse had peculiar ears. When he 


could see the ears above the horse 
he'd rope them andjust about day¬ 
light we'd leave camp. 

Anyone that likes camping 
would have enjoyed it, but you 
had to be pretty good to be on the 
roundup. They were good men in 
their line. They'd tell you stories 
sitting around the fire, you bet. 1 
learned a lot from those fellows, 
the old time cowboys and bronco 
busters. 

Sheppard guesses the public's 
fascination with cowboys and the 
western way today is because 
nothing can compare with the life 
and the freedom of the true cow¬ 
boy. 

"It sure was unique," he says. 
"It was all open range, no fences." 

Still smells like freedom 
today 

Though John Cartwright was 
never on a roundup himself, the 
former Stock Grower President 
understands the appeal and the 
sense of freedom associated with 
the open range, as he compares 
the roundup to riding cattle at 
E.P. Ranch. 

"There are kids and old guys 
that work on ranches all over the 
map, and they think it's the freest 
way of life, mostly because they 
don't have somebody looking over 
their shoulder all the time. If you 


do your job right, most guys won’t 
give the cowboy any grief." 

The interest in this way of life 
is apparent not just from the in¬ 
creasing western fashions, cow¬ 
boy movies and rodeo attendance, 
but from the number of people 
who apply to actually work the 
ranches today. 

"Joe Gardner manages Doug¬ 
las Lake and he has a waiting list 
of cowboys that'll work there for 
$500 a month. They all want to be 
able to say they rode the Douglas 
Lake because it's the biggest ranch 
in the country, and because it's 
such a beautiful place," he adds. 
"But mostly they just want to 
spend the summer with nobody 
on their back. 

"Lots of people apply to ride 
with us," Cartwright admits. "But 
we like to do that ourselves.

The Way of Life

Many churches now use simi¬ 
lar bible readings, and therefore 
many people will have heard the 
reading from Acts, chapter 7 about 
the first Chris¬ 
tian Martyr, 

Stephen. It 
was read on 
Sunday, May 
5th in many 
churches. 

Everything 
that is written 
about Stephen 
indicates that 
he was a thor¬ 
oughly good 
person; but 
the very fact 
that he was a 
good person 
became the reason that he was 
stoned to death, still demonstrat¬ 
ing his faith in God. 

We might say that "that was 
then, and this is now!" but ran¬ 
dom acts of violence are frequently 
reported on T.V., in the newspa¬ 
pers and throughout the media. 
There have been several situa¬ 
tions in recent years where Chris¬ 
tian people and sometimes mis¬ 
sionaries, have suffered a violent 


death. In general we prefer not to 
think of this subject, but in recent 
weeks, innocent children were 
killed at Dunblane in Scotland, 
tourists in Tasmania, and others 
in the middle East and India. We 
ask ourselves why does God allow 
such slaughter? 
There is no easy 
answer and 
none that gives 
us real comfort; 
but perhaps part 
of the answer 
lies with the free 
will which God 
has given us. 
That makes us 
responsible for 
our own 

behavior, and 
also for any 
negative 
behavior that 
hurts or harms another person. 

Archbishop Barry Curtis of 
Calgary sent a letter to all Angli¬ 
can churches in the prairies last 
fall asking each and every Angli¬ 
can Church to examine the issues 
of violence in our society. The 
death of Stephen by stoning, in 
about 37 A.D. is a reminder that 
this is not a new problem, but it is 
a problem in the present day and 
age as well. 


Schools run anger manage¬ 
ment programmes, and shelters 
all over North America provide 
sanctuary for those living in fear 
of violence. This violence, some¬ 
times flows from anger and frus¬ 
tration, and the apparent in¬ 
ability to change situations. 


Hopefully there will never 
be another Dunblane, but per¬ 
haps every individual and 
every community needs to ex¬ 
amine itself, and bring out into 
the open concerns and fears, 
and then seek for solutions. 
Some say it all starts with a 


small amount of frustration 
or misdirected anger, and then 
a put-down about someone else 
or to someone else, and then it 
escalates! 

Perhaps God gives us the 
story of Stephen to remind us 
to always seek for solutions.

Most cattlemen have heard 
that grazing native range in early 
spring may damage the grass and 
reduce production. The rule of 
thumb is to wait until most grasses 
are six inches tall before grazing. 
However, many ranches do not 
have an alternative for spring 
graz i ng, 1 ike a crested wheatgrass 
pasture. Livestock are tired of 
eating hay, and ranchers are tired 
of feedingthem. Well, here is some 
good news. 

John Lacey, Extension Range 
Management Specialist at Mon¬ 
tana State University, and oth¬ 
ers, recognized this problem. They 
designed a research project to look 
at options for early spri ng grazi ng 
on native range. They wondered 
if early spring grazing before 
grasses elevate their growing 
points reduce damage to pastures. 
"Spring use" pastures were set up 
and grazed for a 2-3 week period 
in early spring. These pastures 
were native rangeland, not crested 
wheatgrass. They grazed them 
every spring, and then rested 
them for the rest of the year. The 
pastures were in fair condition at 
the start of the project in 1988, 


monitor range condition during 
the experiment. Plants fit into 
one of three categories. Decreasers 
are species that decrease in rela¬ 
tive abundance under continued 
heavy use. They are palatable to 
grazing animals, and are domi¬ 
nant plants in the climax commu¬ 
nity. Increasers are species that 
increase to fill the gaps left by 
decreasers as they decline. Con¬ 
tinued close grazing will also 
weaken the increasers, and they 
in turn will decline. They are 
usually shorter growing and less 
palatable than decreaser spe¬ 
cies. Undesirables are species 
that may not be present in the 
climax community, or if present, 
they make up a very small part 
of the total production. They 
will invade a site as grazing re¬ 
duces the decreasers and in¬ 
creasers. More decreasers 
present shows an improvement 
in range condition, while more 
undesirables shows a decline in 
range condition. 

Duringthe project, Lacey found 
that range condition generally 
improved in the spring grazed 
pastures from 1988 to 1992. This 


improvement occurred even 
though use in the spring pasture 
averaged 40 to 65 per cent. Either 
the decreasers remained constant 
and more increasers came in, or 
the decreasers increased on the 
pastures. 

The response of the plant com¬ 
munity is not surprising. Spring 
grazinggenerally occurred before 
the elevation of grass growing 
points. Livestock were rotated 
while environmental conditions 
were still favorable for plant 
growth. The pastures were rested 
the rest of the year so plants could 
grow back. 

Over the five years of the 
project, during average moisture 
conditions, early spring grazing 
produced an upward trend in 
range condition. Lacey found that 
an early spri ng graz i ng treatment, 
if designed to meet the needs of 
grasses, will not adversely affect 
vegetation. However, for this to 
work, you must carefully plan the 
actual grazing and rest periods to 
meet the physiological needs of 
the plants.

Centre obtains first 
US patent

A US patent was recently issued to the Lacombe Research Centre 
describing an invention for predicting meat quality in a carcass from 
measurements made on a live animal prior to slaughter. 

The technology is based on the analysis of an infra-red thermograph 
which shows that temperature differences recorded on the surface of 
live animals are related to the final quality of the meat. A rapid 
automated system is now under development which will allow meas¬ 
urements to be taken in a loading shute when cattle or pigs are sorted 
prior to shipping. For beef cattle, the dark cutting condition in the 
meat which can mean a discount of up to $250 per carcass, can be 
identified with accuracy in the live animal. The animal can then be 
rested and fed and restored to a normal condition before slaughter. 

The technology has been licensed to STS Agriventures of Red Deer 
who will be planning commercial evaluation of the technology in the 
next year. "We made a change in the direction of our research 
programs 3-4 years ago towards technology development and have 
become more orientated towards solving practical problems which 
caused financial loss to the industry" said Steve Morgan Jones, 
Director of the Lacombe Research Centre. "This is the first of several 
new technologies we are currently developing, which will benefit the 
industry and provide a source of revenue to fund future research."

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Wheat Board chair resigns 


Ralph Goodale, Minister of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food and 
Minister responsible for the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board (CWB), to¬ 
day accepted the resignation of 
CWB Commissioner Ken Beswick. 

Mr. Beswick has indicated he 
disagrees with the Board's cur¬ 
rent barley pricing policies. 

"It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Beswick felt he had to resign be¬ 


fore the Western Grain Market¬ 
ing Panel, which is reviewing 
matters such as grain pricing, had 
produced its report," said Mr. 
Goodale. 

The panel, established by 
the Minister in July 1995, was 
asked to consult with western 
grain producers and other 
stakeholders and suggest 
strategies to meet new chal¬ 


lenges and seize new opportu¬ 
nities in domestic and foreign 
grain markets. 

The panel is scheduled to re¬ 
port to the Minister in June, 1996. 

"As we saw throughout the 
panel's public hearings, pro¬ 
ducers have strong and diver¬ 
gent opinions on various grain 
marketing issues," Mr. 
Goodale said. 


MR asks is the end nigh? 


When Alberta's Ken Beswick 
resigned as a Canadian Wheat 
Board Commissioner due to philo¬ 
sophical differences with the 
Board, is this a signal that the end 
of the Board monopoly is nigh, 
asks Wild Rose MP, Myron 
Thompson. 

Thompson said he is not sur¬ 
prised that a person of Ken 
Beswick's integrity would quit. 

"Mr. Beswick knows that the 
current Board management and 
operation is archaic. He knows 
that grain producers must have a 
choice in order to grow and pros¬ 
per in the current global market. 
He knows the current operation 
of the Board will not allow that. 
Beswick did the right thing and 
resigned," Thompson said. 


Thompson is a firm believer 
that western grain producers 
should have the right and that 
they definitely have the knowl¬ 
edge to control and determine 
their own destiny. 

"Maybe many years ago when 
there was no means to get up-to- 
date information about current 
prices and sales opportunities, the 
Board served a purpose. With to¬ 
day's communication technology, 
grain producers know what the 
market is before the grain buyers 
and sellers at the Board. Western 
grain producers must have the con¬ 
trol they need to compete within a 
global grain market and the Board is 
not doing that. The Board monopoly 
must go," said Thompson. 

Thompson concluded, "The 


absolute power given the Board 
by the dictatorship in Ottawa 
must end. Western grain produc¬ 
ers are using their democratic 
right to protest an injustice im¬ 
posed by bureaucrats and weak- 
kneed politicians in Ottawa who 
resent change, fight change and 
fear allowing Canadians to have a 
say in their own lives. The farm¬ 
ers protesting a failure by the 
Board to allow the grain producer 
to get the best buck for their prod¬ 
uct in a free and open market are 
not criminals. The criminals are 
the Ottawa bureaucrats and 
politicians who continue to dic¬ 
tate to western grain produc¬ 
ers how, what and where and 
by how much their labors 
should be rewarded."

Curbing backyard irritants 

From noise to neighbors to bugs, here’s how to keep 


the upperhand 

Homeowners spend millions of 
hours picking and pruning their 
outdoor living spaces to perfec¬ 
tion, but when it comes time to 
enjoy it all, several summer nui¬ 
sances are poised to interfere. 
From traffic noise to nosy 
neighbors to biting bugs - relax- 
ingand entertaining outdoors can 
often seem an impossibility. 

An Angus Reid outdoor living 
poll of 1,500 homeowners this 
spring revealed mosquitoes and 
other common biting bugs are 
viewed as the leading backyard 
menace. Noise pollution was sec¬ 
ond, followed by unreliable 
weather and lack of privacy from 
neighbors. 

Handlingcommon backyard ir¬ 
ritants is possible with the right 
planning and appropriate choices 


disruptive and ineffective. 

To reduce unwanted noise and 
to increase privacy in a manner 
that's pleasing to the eye, Hol¬ 
land suggests carefully crafted 
landscaping. "Planters, vines, 
flower beds and other shrubbery 
in conjunction with fencing works 
quite well." 

She also suggests introducing 
lattice siding around the deck. "It 
defines your space and provides 
privacy." 

To stop people from looking 
through smaller openings, such 
as pathways or gate openings, 
consider placing a trellis, arbor, 
pergola or semi-dwarf shrubbery 
strategically before the opening. 

As for the weather, while 
there's little that can be done to 


change it, homeowners often for¬ 
get that they can plan for it, says 
Holland. The climate should be a 
major consideration when laying 
out backyard improvements. 
Awnings to block out sun and 
strategically placed hedges and 
fencing to block wind are excel¬ 
lent ways to prevent weather from 
curbing your outdoor pleasure. 

Whether it's biting bugs or 
nosy neighbors that are creating 
the disturbance, homeowners can 
gain the upper hand when it 
comes to everyday irritants, says 
Holland. "By looking for and 
changing the annoyances in the 
backyards, homeowners can set¬ 
tle back and enjoy the long lazy 
days of summer in a private oa¬ 
sis."

Parental guidance required 


Sometimes children want to 
take a spin around the yard on 
the riding mower with mom or 
dad - they think riding a big, 
powerful machine looks like a lot 
of fun.

And 
always check behind you when 
backing up with your riding 
mower.

Crime Prevention Week lips 
for safety and home security 


Alberta Crime Prevention 
Week, which runs from May 
12 through 18 was initiated 
in 1983 to increase aware¬ 
ness, promote crime preven¬ 
tion tactics and encourage 
Albertans to help make our 
communities safer placed to 
live and work. 

In 1991, the federal gov¬ 
ernment ended its involve¬ 
ment in Crime Prevention 
Week which was formerly 
observed the first week of 
November. 

The Alberta Justice de¬ 
partment subsequently took 
over on a provincial level, and 
at the request of police serv¬ 
ices in Alberta the week was 
moved to the month of May in 
1993. 

The focus and aim of Crime 
Prevention Week is on the 
message that crime preven¬ 
tion works for everyone. 

It's a good investment and 
everyone can and should get 
involved.

Your home is your castle 
and all of us want our castle 
to be safe. 

Safeguarding your home 


means learning two things- 
what to do to keep intruders 
out and how to prevent your 
home from becoming an easy 
target. 

Doors and windows are com¬ 
mon entry points for burglars. 

All exterior doors should be 
solid (about 4.5 cm thick) mak¬ 
ing it difficult for burglars to 
break through them. Glass and 
hollow core doors leave your 
home vulnerable. Door frames 
should be sold and equipped 
with a proper strike plate. Any 
windows within arms length 
of a door lock should be plexi¬ 
glass or Lexan rather than 
glass. 

Don’t rely on door knob and 
handle locks because, for to¬ 
day's burglars, they invite easy 
access to your home. 

Install one-inch dead-bolt 
locks on all exterior doors. The 
single cylinder deadbolt is the 
most common type, operated 
by a key from the outside and 
a thumb turn from the inside. 

Patio doors are the most dif¬ 
ficult to secure and undoubt¬ 
edly the first thing a burglar 
looks for when scouting out a 
home to burglarize. 

Most glass patio doors can 
simply be lifted out of the 
tracks- easy prey for even the 
most unsophisticated burglar. 
The solution? Install metal 
screws in the upper track to 
fill the space above the door. 
This makes it impossible for 
the door to clear the lower 
track. Patio doors can also be 


pinned like windows or locked 
with commercial locks. 

Most window locks can be 
pried easily open. To upgrade 
security, install secondary 
locks on all your windows. 
Nearly all types of windows 
can be pinned, making it a bit 
more difficult to gain entry. 
Commercial pins can be 
bought, but large nails are also 
effective and economical. 

Drill a 3/16" hole from the 
inside window frame through 
the outside frame. Then in¬ 
sert a nail or pin into the hole 
to secure the window. For slid¬ 
ing aluminium windows, drill 
the hole from the sliding panel 
in to the stationary panel. 

Basement windows are a 
common entry point for man 
burglars, especially if they are 
shielded by bushes or shrubs. 
If possible, replace the glass 
windows with plexi-glass or 
Lexan. Use security bars to 
secure your basement win¬ 
dows- many are available in 
decorative designs. Be sure to 
install bars that are remov¬ 
able in case of emergency. 

Some garage door openers 
are standard types which open 
many different doors. Custom¬ 
ize your remote and opener to 
ensure you are the only one 
who can open your garage door. 
Talk to your door's manufac¬ 
turer to find out how. 

Above all, don't be an easy tar¬ 
get. Notify trusted neighbors if 
you plan to be away.

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Local student reflects on time 
away at bible college 


When something good has 
started it seems to be over too 
soon. Kim Brown, from Didsbury, 
who has just completed her third 
year at Canadian Mennonite Bi¬ 
ble College this spring took this 
occasion to reflect on her signifi¬ 
cant times at the college. 

"Above all I've been encour¬ 
aged to think. To have an open 
mind and a broad focus allow fur 
a very exciting and fulfilling 
world. I've also learned a great 
deal about working and living 
with people- communication, 
mediation and conflict resolu¬ 
tion," she said. 

With an increase in knowledge 
comes an increase in the number 
of questions. But this has not 
discouraged Brown's spirit. She 
said, "One of the most significant 
things for me is that there are no 
easy answers and that there is joy 
in the searching." 

Brown's home is Bergthal 
Mennonite Church. When asked 
to reflect on how her church and 
community background in Dids¬ 
bury helped her prepare for col¬ 
lege Brown replied, "I really ap¬ 
preciate the education, encour¬ 
agement and guidance I received 
from the teachers at Didsbury 
High School. What I learned there 
definitely prepared me for post¬ 
secondary education. 

"Bergthal Mennonite Church 


was also instrumental in provid¬ 
ing role models. It helped me to 
thing critically about faith issues," 
she said. 

Brown came to CMBC because 
it offered so many things. 

"I was initially drawn to the 
integration of music, theology and 
general arts courses, and the high 
academic standards in these ar¬ 



eas. The fact that I could receive 
credit at the University of Mani¬ 
toba and even study on that cam¬ 
pus while studying at CMBC was 
also an important factor. Of 
course what I heard about the 
close community was also very 
luring." 

A high point for Brown at 
CMBC has been the singing. She 
said, "The musical opportunities 


have been a great highlight. The 
choirs I've sung in, the choirs I've 
heard, the composers I’ve met, 
the beautiful sounds around me 
when we sing in chapel- for me, 
this has been amazing." 

When asked about her future, 
Brown was uncertain. But she 
knows she wants to be in Winni¬ 
peg "a while longer." 

She added, "I am interested in 
working with people. Music and 
the church will always be a part 
of my life." 

She said, "Options I am con¬ 
sidering at this point are in the 
social work or counselling areas, 
or education." 

The college community con¬ 
sists of about 170 full-time and 
part-time students and about 34 
faculty and staff. There are pres¬ 
ently five students from Alberta 
including Brown. 

Canadian Mennonite Bible 
College is owned and operated by 
the Conference of Mennonites in 
Canada. It has programs in mu¬ 
sic and theology and offers a vari¬ 
ety of first year university arts 
and science courses, which are 
fully transferable to University 
of Manitoba.

Ask them to call police im¬ 
mediately if they see suspi¬ 
cious activity around your 
home and keep news of your 
absence from strangers. Also 
ask them to change the posi¬ 
tion of your curtains and blinds 
from time to time and pick up 
daily flyers and circulars. 

Have your lawn and shrubs 
trimmed in the summer and 
your walk shovelled in the win¬ 
ter. 


Before you leave, lock all 
ladders and tools out of sight. 
Check and set your timing de¬ 
vices and lock everything se¬ 
curely. Make a list of all valu¬ 
able items with their serial 
numbers. Items that don't 
have serial numbers should be 
marked with your driver's li¬ 
cence number. 

If a burglary occurs while 
you are away, do not enter the 
house- the intruder could still 


be inside. Call the police im¬ 
mediately and do not touch 
anything before they arrive. 
Leaving a crime scene un¬ 
touched ensures no evidence 
is destroyed, giving police the 
clues they need to investigate 
the burglary and catch the 
criminals.
